Heat loss from the body is dir- 


ectly affected by the amount of 
blood flowing through the skin. The 
arteries are under the control 
of 


nerves which arc influenced by bo- 
dy needs. In cold weather the skin 
vessels are constricted; the 
skin 


then becomes cold and tho 
heal 
loss sma 


After prolonged exposure to cold 


the vessels become engorged with 
blood, to protect the body from in- 
jury. (The skin becomes red after 
handling ice as a means of protect- 
ing the surface.) 
The feel, hands, nose cars, and 


checks arc frequently damaged by 
cold, largely due to their exposed 
position and to the tendency of the 
blood vessels in the skin to shut 
down in order to prevent excessive 
heat loss. 


Treat Victim Carefully 
In cases of frost bite there is lit- 


tle pain until thawing begins. This 
is followed by a loss of sensation 
if the part has been injured, or by 
tingling if it is still alive. 


In persons with poor circulation 


cliillblains develop, as a result o 
repealed exposure to cold largclj 
unrelieved by muscular 
exorcise 


Tho affected part becomes itchy, 
red, and rough, and it may ulcer- 
ate. 


A patient injured by cold should 
be kept in a cool room, and 
his 


body temperature should be raised 
gradually, by giving him hot drinks. 
Tho temperature of the

Heat loss from the body is dir- 


ectly affected by the amount of 
blood flowing through the skin. The 
arteries are under the control 
of 


nerves which arc influenced by bo- 
dy needs. In cold weather the skin 
vessels are constricted; the 
skin 


then becomes cold and tho 
heal 
loss sma 


After prolonged exposure to cold 


the vessels become engorged with 
blood, to protect the body from in- 
jury. (The skin becomes red after 
handling ice as a means of protect- 
ing the surface.) 
The feel, hands, nose cars, and 


checks arc frequently damaged by 
cold, largely due to their exposed 
position and to the tendency of the 
blood vessels in the skin to shut 
down in order to prevent excessive 
heat loss. 


Treat Victim Carefully 
In cases of frost bite there is lit- 


tle pain until thawing begins. This 
is followed by a loss of sensation 
if the part has been injured, or by 
tingling if it is still alive. 


In persons with poor circulation 


cliillblains develop, as a result o 
repealed exposure to cold largclj 
unrelieved by muscular 
exorcise 


Tho affected part becomes itchy, 
red, and rough, and it may ulcer- 
ate. 


A patient injured by cold should 
be kept in a cool room, and 
his 


body temperature should be raised 
gradually, by giving him hot drinks.

part can be increased by placing 
it in contact wit.h the body of a 
healthy person.

He said the league investigated 
jersons whom it suspected of pro- 
Nazi activities, and maintained a 
staff of investigators 
whose re- 


ports were retained in its files. Al- 
though 
one 
"Richard 
Rollins" 
wrote a book called "I Find Treas- 
on," in which he said the "execu- 
tive secretary" of the league hired 
him to be heard of its "large de- 
partment of investigation," I find 
no mention of "Rollins" in Shel- 
don's testimony. 
, 


Garey asked Sheldon whether he 


knew Buzzi, Sheldon said he knew 
"a man who has used that name," 
but said the fellow's real 
name 


was Bossi. He was not sure wheth- 
er Bossi or Buzzi was an Ameri- 
can 
citizen. 
And, 
although he | 


thought Buzzi h.-id been in the Unit- 
ed States only 
seven 
or 
eight 


years, "I have heard him mention 
some activities in which he took 
part in connection with the 193G 
Democratic 
campaign," 
seven 
years earlier. 


The committee had tried to find 


Buzzi to examine him and Garey 
asked Sheldon where Buzzi was. 
Sheldon said he didn't know. 


"He went for a physical exami- 


nation to a number of doctors " 
Sheldon said. "He had 
a rather 
grave mental condition." 


Sheldon said it had been found 
"more or less urgent" that Buzzi 
should have "a rather long vaca- 
tion." 


Garey reminded him

the 


committee had 
requested 
from

mation as it had on Buzzi's own 
background and character.

The 
Andarles country comprises 54 vil- 
lages and some 25,000 people in the 
mountainous badlands of northern 
Greece. The area is 
about 150 


miles north of Athens, in northern 
Thcss.-ily and Thrace. 


The "battle of Louzcstia," 
de- 


signed to "rescue" us, began vhe 
afternoon of Dec. a. Greek Army 
units waded across the .swift-flow- 
ing Pinios river, which forms Uic 
boundary between govermvcut and 
guerrilla territory. They ::ound the 
jeep and were iokl that we had 
proceeded by muleback to Kastan- 
ia, a village nine miles to 
vhe 


west. This they learned from the 
proprietor of the inn. 


Instead of heading 
west, 
the 


army unit — of about -10 men - 
turned 
south 
toward 
Louzestui 


about a mile and a half away. 


We heard the fighting begin at 3 


p. m. Fifty guerrillas opened ;.ire 
on the advancing 
.soldiers. 
The 


three of us were on a mountaintop 
The valley echoed with vhe crunch 
of exploding mortar shells and rifle 
fire. 


When 
we 
reached 
Louzcstia, 


which is some five miles behind 
the guerrilla lines, about half the 
population of 270 had fled into the 
hills behind the town. On Dec. 11 
the village was empty, except for 
n few men building a coffin

Nasto nnd six women who 
were 


kncefling near his body. The guor 
rillas expeclcd a second 
attack. 


The army troops had withdrawn 
after heavy fighting. 


'"The" were looking for you," an 


old woman said. "We arc happy 
thai you've come to talk to us and 
we want you lo stay—but there .are 
few here to talk to now and one 
who will talk no more." 


Clashes like Ihe one at Lou/.estk, 
arc almost daily occurrences

northern Greece — though not for 
the same reason.

Much Grain 
Lost in Fire
